A contractor that was the low respon. 
sible bidder for a low-rent housing proj. 
ect was cenicd the contract despite the 
existence of a state statute that stipu- 
lates the low bidder shall be awarded 
the contract. The New Jersey Supreme 


Court held that the statute requiring 


competitive bidding and contract } 


award to the low bidder was not appli-

cable to fedcrally-assisted turnkey proj- | 


A local municipal housing authority 
that had been created to administer a 
turnkey housing project which would 
be built with financial assistance from 
the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD), awarded the con- 
tract to other than the low bidder. The 
low-bidding contractor filed suit claim- 
ing the authority’s action was legal 
since it was required by statute to give 
the contract to the low bidder. 

The housing authority argued that 
the state statute was not applicable to 


federally assisted turnkey low-rent 


housing projects. 

The court concluded that while the 
cost of construction on a turnkey hous- 
ing project is of primary.concern, the 
project is equally, if not more con- 
cerned with design and overall con- 
struction quality of the entire housing 
project. The court held that the general 
necd for competitive bidding was not 
applicable to this type of turnkey hous- 
Ing project. 

The court noted that HUD required 
its manual be adopted and used by lo- 
cal authoritics for this type of fedcrally 
assisted project and that the manual 
neither requires nor permits competi- 
tive bidding of the type specified by the 
statute. ‘The. court found
